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Hampton Bays 
Sewage Plant Plan 
Debate Continues

Hampton Bays residents recently renewed their 
objections to the Town of Southampton’s ongoing 
plans to build a sewage treatment plant in the com- 
munity. 

The town has been planning to build a sewage 
treatment plant at 30 Cemetery Road for years. But 
residents are concerned about its proximity to Good 
Ground Park and the Good Ground Cemetery. 

“My own family is buried there,” said one of sev- 
eral residents opposed to the plant’s construction. 

Town officials said inspections have found no envi- 
ronmental problems with the property, no wetlands 
or shallow groundwater and the soil conditions are 
good for construction. The location is not within a 
special Groundwater Protection Area, Central Pine 
Barrens or any other critical environmental areas. 

Regardless, neighbors remain concerned about 
the stigma, aesthetics and potential for spills that 
come with living next to a municipal wastewater 
treatment facility. 

The issue came as the town board authorized

Suffolk Reaches Settlements With ‘Big Three’ Drug Companies

Suffolk County officials ushered in another settle- 
ment in the ongoing litigation with pharmaceutical 
_ companies over their roles in the opioid crisis on 
Long Island. 

The three largest drug distributors, McKesson 
Corp, Cardinal Health Inc, and AmerisourceBer- 
gen Corp, will dole out at least $86 million to each 
county over 18 years, which officials said would go 
straight toward drug treatment and prevention. 

“We've been working on this issue at an extraor- 
dinary cost,” said Suffolk County Executive Steve 
Bellone. “These dollars can never replace who has 
been lost and the families that have been devastated 
... but it will help lift the burden off taxpayers, bring 


some relief and hold (drug companies) accountable.” 


Bellone said that Suffolk would likely end up with 
about $120 million from all settlements and will 
convene a committee to allocate the dollars toward 
various drug abuse programs. 

This is the largest opioid settlement in United 
States history and comes just as drug distributors 
are set to pay more than $1 billion to New York and 
billions nationwide in lawsuits over opioids. 

The deal with New York Attorney General Leti- 
tia James, Suffolk and Nassau counties came three 
weeks into the first jury trial accusing companies of 
profiting from a flood of addictive painkillers that 


devastated communi- §@ 
ties. That trial is being 
held at Central Islip fed- 
eral court. 

“While no amount of 
money will ever com- . 
pensate for the millions 
of addictions, the hun- 
dreds of thousands of 
deaths or the countless 
communities decimated 
by opioids, this money 
will be vital in prevent- 
ing any future devasta- 
tion,” James said. 

In a joint statement, 
the distributors called 
the settlement “an im- 
portant step toward 
finalizing a broad settle- 
ment with states, coun- 
ties and political subdi- 
visions.” 

Nearly 500,000 peo- 
ple died from opioid overdoses in the United States 


from 1999 to 2019, according to the U.S. Centers - 


for Disease Control and Prevention. And the crisis 
appeared to have worsened during the COVID-19 
pandemic.

The CDC last week said provisional data showed 
that 2020 was a record year for drug overdose deaths 
with 93,331, up 29% from a year earlier.

Company Not Hired by East Hampton to Regulate Parking Sues

Po in East Hampton Village 
is now being administered by 
computer. You can park anywhere 
you want and you don't need 
_a parking sticker. But if you 
leave. your car standing 
for more than 2 hours, the 
computer will catch you and 
send you a ticket if, before- 
hand, you have not down- 
loaded the parking app and 

entered your info to agree to pay 
the approximately $10 extra-hour 
fee. It’s a whole lot cheaper than pay- 
ing the parking ticket, which could 
run you close to $100. Notably, if you 
are a Village resident and have put 
your sacred Village resident sticker 
in your car side window beforehand, 
the fee and the ticket, if any, are 
waived. So ieee you do not need 
the app. 

Turns out here. are several com- 
peting services that offer this busi- 
ness. And it turns out that one of 
them, which the Village stopped us- 
ing, is suing the Village for nearly 
$100,000. 

What happened is this: During 
summer 2020, the Village officials 
looked into the offerings of several 
computer firms, looking ahead to the 
summer of 2021 when they intended 
to put all this into effect. One of these 
firms was Tannery Creek Systems. In- 
deed, the Village officials liked what 
was offered and at the end of last 
summer, signed a contract with them 
to begin the service in May 2021. 

After a couple of weeks of service, 
however, the Village officials changed 
their minds about using Tannery 
Creek. What they hadn’t counted on 
when they signed the agreement was 
the appearance of the vehicle that 
would drive around downtown every 
day scanning the license plates and 
transmitting the data up to Albany to 
find out who owned what and for how 
long, and whether where the vehicle 
was parked was in compliance with 
the rules or not. 


East Hampton Village is noted 
for its peaceful appearance. Flow- 
ers are everywhere. There are two 
town greens, one at each end of Main 

Street. At one is a wooden 18th-cen- 
tury wooden windmill 40 feet 

high. At the other is Town 
= Pond with ducks and 
swans paddling this way 
and that. In between are 
several 17th-century salt- 


wooden windmills. 

The vehicle that Tannery 
Creek put on the job is adorned with 
enough flashlights, computer laser 
guns and motion sensors to make it- 
self look very angry. On one side in 
the rear there is even a long tube with 
chalk on the end. Press a button on the 
dashboard and the tube swings down 
and makes a mark on a tire. It’s got 
everything. And in big letters on each 
side, it says “Parking Enforcement.” 

In towns where crime is running 


rampant and a lot of people are 


shooting at each other, this thing 
would fit right in. But here? From 
the get-go, the powers felt that some- 
thing would have to be done, and that 
this thing was not in keeping with the 
image that the Village would like to 
promote. 

“That vehicle looked like a mon- 
ster,” East Hampton Village Mayor 
Jerry Larsen said. 

After a little back-and-forth an 
the company about this, a decision 
was made by the Village to cancel the 
agreement they had made with Tan- 
nery Creek. They contacted another 
firm. That firm had a more unobtru- 
sive vehicle to offer. They'd go with 
that firm. 

Tannery Creek allowed that the 
Village was within its rights to cancel 
their contract. But in something like 
the phrase “It’s a joy to look at and a 
pleasure to hold, but if you break it 
then it is sold,” the firm announced 
they would not take their loony-tunes 
SUV back. The firm’s attorneys stated 
in legal documents, “The Village uti- 
lized the equipment for two months.”

Strained Scallops: Feds Declare Peconic Scallop 
Fishery a Disaster, But Signs of Life Emerge

ederal officials recently declared the Peconic 

Bay scallop fishery collapse a disaster, but ma- 
rine biologists surveying the waterway believe that 
the shellfish are rebounding to their highest level in 
more than a decade. 

It’s too soon to tell how well the larval scallops 
will survive into adulthood, and they likely won’t be 
grown in time for the fall harvest season. But it’s a 
ray of hope after last year’s collapse of the Peconic 
Bay scallop fishery, which was devastating news 
for the environment, the baymen who rely on that 
shellfish harvest for a living and local restaurants 
that serve scallops. 

“Surveys of larval set show the highest level of 
set in 15 years,” says Chris Smith, senior educator 
of natural resources with the Cornell Cooperative 


Extension’s Marine Program. “At this point they are 
very small and have 18 months to go before [they 
are] harvested. Impossible to predict their fate at 
this time, but it’s a good sign.” 

The scallop season usually starts in November, 
but the scallop die-off last year—the second in two 
years—shocked the East End. The Peconic Estuary 
stretches from the shores of Riverhead to the tips of 
the Twin Forks. Biologists have blamed the die-off 
on rising water temperatures and a parasite found 
in the kidneys of adult and juvenile scallops. 

“The discovery of a protozoan parasite in bay 
scallops from Peconic Bay represents a significant 
threat to this commercially important fishery,” New 
York State Department of Environmental Conserva- 
tion Commissioner Basil Seggos had said. 

Dr. Stephen Tettelbach, a shellfish ecologist from 
the CCE, and his researchers have found similar

indicators of issues that led to the deaths of the 
previous scallop population. Surveys conducted 
showed that 95% of the bay scallops died last year. 
Officials hatched a plan to try to restore the scallop 
fishery. 

“We will continue to lead innovative programs to 
improve water quality and restore valuable shellfish 
populations,” Gov. Andrew Cuomo stated in a letter 
issued to the U.S. Department of Commerce when 
he requested the disaster declaration last year. 

As a result, last month the U.S. Secretary of Com- 
merce Gina M. Raimondo declared the Peconic Bay 
scallop fishery collapse a disaster—one of four in 
three states declared at the same time, including 
two salmon fisheries in Washington and a king crab 
fishery in Alaska. The declaration makes federal aid 
available to the baymen who rely on the scallops for 
their livelihood.

“Fisheries are essential to our communities and 
economy and we want to ensure America is in a po- 
sition to remain competitive on the global stage,” 
Raimondo said. “These determinations allow us to 
lend a helping hand to the fishing families and com- 
munities that have experienced very real and diffi- 
cult setbacks in the last few years.” 


The agency works with the National Oceanic And . 


Atmospheric Administration’s Fisheries unit to 
evaluate each fishery disaster request based primar- 
ily on data. Such determinations make these fisher- 
ies eligible for disaster assistance from NOAA. They 
may also qualify for disaster assistance from the 
Small Business Administration. 

But solving the problem goes beyond loans and 
cleaning up the water quality. Ecosystems are rap- 
idly changing as a result of climate change, accord- 
ing to the Peconic Estuary Partnership. Warmer 
ocean temperatures are more susceptible to the 
harmful effects of pollution, the excessive input 
of nutrients such as nitrogen and phosphorus in 
bodies of water, another concern for scientists and 
baymen. 

The problem has played out across Long Island 


for decades. Locals recall the days when one could 
seemingly walk from boat to boat across the water 
packed with baymen that supplied half of the na- 
tion’s shellfish until the 1980s brought brown tide, a 
pollutant-fed algae bloom that has suffocated much 
of the life and economy out of the bay. Septic tanks 
leaching into the groundwater is among the lead 
causes. Nowadays commercial fishermen are nearly 
relics and shellfish seeding initiatives strive to help 
clean the bay, as mollusks are natural filters, and 
recreate the quintessential long-lost Long Island 
job: Clam digger. 

More recently, an intense and damaging brown 
tide has erupted across Great South Bay from Say- 
ville to Patchogue. Monitoring by The Gobler Labo- 
ratory at Stony Brook University has revealed that 
a brown tide has rapidly intensified to more than 
300,000 cells per milliliter in Patchogue Bay as of 
June 23. 

“This is the most intense and widespread brown 
tide in four years,” said Christopher Gobler, the en- 
dowed chair of Coastal Ecology and Conservation in 
the School of Marine and Atmospheric Sciences at 
SBU. “The timing of the current brown tide is partic- 


ularly troubling for hard clam populations, as June 
marks the once per year event when they reproduce, 
and newly spawned hard clams are highly vulner- 
able to brown tides. The fate of these young-of-the- 
year clams may rest on the duration of the current 
brown tide which usually intensifies through June 
and into July until water temperatures get into the 
mid-70s.” 

Gobler noted that while brown tides originally oc- 
curred on both the South Shore and East End from 
1985 through 1995, the Peconic Estuary has been 
free of this tide since 1995. 

Smith, the CCE shellfish expert conducting state- 
funded scallop larva surveys in partnership with 
SBU, cautions that while the Peconic Bay scallop 
larva rebound is a positive sign, it may be too early 
to get hopes up. 

“Our major concern now is if the adults survive to 
harvest now that they have spawned,” he adds. “Last 
year they didn’t. They died sometime between when 
they spawned in late June and September.” 

Only time will tell if steps toward revitalizing the 
local shell fishing industry will work.

practicing dentist since 1985, Dr. Alisa- 


Kauffman is now a leading figure in geriat- 
ric dentistry and pioneer in running a house-call 
practice, treating patients at home in both NYC 
and the Hamptons. Dr. Kauffman is an in-de- 
mand lecturer worldwide, Director of Geriatric 
Dental Care at three nursing homes and founder 
of the Dental LIFE program at the University of 
Pennsylvania School of Nursing. 


How did you get to this point in your ca- 
reer? 

After graduation I opened my own office 
on the Upper West Side on Central Park West 
where I treated a lot of retired teachers. Many 
of my patients or patients’ families would call 
me asking if we were wheelchair compatible as 
they aged and could no longer come on their 
own. Unfortunately, the office was small and 
it was difficult to manage a wheelchair in the 
operatory, so I offered to see them at home. 
At first, I wasn’t sure that this could work, 
but over the years I was able to figure it out. I 
bring extension cords and my own light, and I 
have adapted a suitcase and duffel bag to con- 
tain my complete office! 


Doing dental work in patients’ homes is 
a pretty innovative concept, and pretty un- 
usual for the uninitiated. Did you come up 
with this idea? 

I like to think I am the pioneer in this industry 
since I have been doing it for 35 years! 

I am also at least one of the first to do it as a 
full-time career. When I was teaching at UPenn, 
they sent me to lecture to dental students in 
China and Korea. They were quite amazed and 
hopefully have adapted to this type of niche 
practice as well. 

What makes geriatric dentistry unique? What 
is done differently with elderly patients? 

I carefully chose my words when I chose Geri- 
atricHouseCallDentistry.com. I do not want to 
treat patients who are able to go to a traditional 
brick-and-mortar office. My patients tend to 


be frailer, some are on many medications, have 


physical issues, and many have Alzheimer’s dis- 
ease or some form of dementia. 


The most important skill one must have when - 


treating an elderly or geriatric patient is patience. 
Going to homebound patients’ homes makes them 
feel safe and comfortable. I can take my time and 
no ambulette is necessary for transportation. I 
can treat them wherever they would like — their 
bed, recliner or even in a chair with their head 


supported. Thank goodness I have a strong back. — 


Why have you focused on treating the el- 
derly? It’s a noble calling and possibly one 
not a lot of other dentists might choose. 

The elderly are the most underserved popu- 
lation and the group with the most dental 


needs. Teeth are often neglected as you age. 
“They are just teeth,” but teeth and the oral 
cavity are the gateway to our overall health. 
Poor oral health can lead to many dental is- 
sues, such as cavities, gum disease, infec-. 
tion and pain. Maintaining good oral care 
throughout your life can prevent cancer, dia- 
betes, heart disease, Alzheimer’s disease and ~ 
dementia. I like to tell my patients to “only 
floss the teeth you want to keep!” 
It’s important as a quality-of-life issue to be 


able to smile (socialize) with teeth or with well- 


fitting dentures; and eating is the most essen- 
tial activity in life, isn’t it? We need our teeth 
to chew our food properly. No one likes eating 


- puréed food if it can be avoided. 


What are some challenges of treating 
those with dementia or Alzheimer’s? © 

It definitely takes a special skill set as a den- 
tist to treat the dementia patient. They often re- 
fuse to cooperate, but it’s my job to get the pro- 
cedure done. I can’t share all my secrets. Read 
my book The Tooth and Nothing But the Truth! 
(thetruthandnothingbutthetruth.com). It’s a 
complete guide to oral care for the elderly. 


Are there services you can’t perform in 
a patient’s home? 

The only dental procedures that cannot be 
done at home are root canals, crowns, bridges 


- and removal of impacted teeth. 


Do you have anything to add? 

I am working on a new project. CaringAnd- 
Able.com, a website addressing everyday needs 
of the elderly. It contains a curated list of prod- 
ucts, services and resources designed to help 
caregivers manage daily living. And there are 
webinars to watch, so you can click on the top- 


ics you need and listen to the CEO of the com- 


pany giving you valuable information straight 
from the primary source. We are looking for 
new companies, services and products to join 
our list. I want to be the Angie’s List for every- 
thing a caregiver needs. 

I am also grateful for being honored as the 
chair of the CaringKind NYC Alzheimer’s Walk 
on October 10 in Central Park. This is the char- 
ity closest to my heart. Alzheimer’s disease will 
be cured in my lifetime!

painter, illustrator and graphic de-— 


signer, Ruffins co-founded Push Pin 
Studios, one of the nation’s most 
prestigious art firms, with Milton 
Glaser, Edward Sorel and Seymour 
Chwast in 1954. Together, the artists 
created memorable logos and designs 
for blue-chip clients, such as IBM, 
AT&T, Coca-Cola, CBS, Pfizer, The 
New York Times, Scribners, Random 
House, Time Life, Fortune, Gourmet 
Magazine and the U.S. Post Office.

Ruffins also illustrated more than 20 
children’s books and_ collaborated 
with Whoopi Goldberg and jazz legend 
Herbie Hancock on a children’s video, 
Koi and the Kola Nuts. 

A graduate of NYC’s prestigious 


Cooper Union, Ruffins earned numer-_ 


ous awards, including Cooper Union’s 
Presidential Citation and the school’s 
Augustus St. Gaudens Award for out- 
standing professional achievement in

the arts. He was also honored with 
The New York Art Directors Club 
Award, The Society of Illustrators’ Sil- 
ver Medal and the Coretta Scott King 
Illustrator Award for his children’s 
books, and he was a professor emeri-' 
tus at Queens College, CUNY. He also 
taught at the School of Visual Arts and 
The Parsons-New School of Design, 
and was a visiting adjunct professor at 
Syracuse University. 

As a fine artist, Ruffins moved away 
from the narrative illustration that 
brought him to prominence and in- 
stead focused on shape and color in 
expressionistic drawings and acrylic 


_ paintings. During his long career, the 


artist showed in internationally recog- © 
nized group exhibitions in Milan, Bo- 
logna, Tokyo and the Louvre museum 
in Paris, France, along with numerous 


local exhibitions, bringing joy and 


wonder to the Sag Harbor and East 
End community. - 

Ruffins painted a Dan’s Papers cov- 
er in 2016. Two years later, while dis- 
cussing a 15-year retrospective of his 
work at Sag Harbor’s John Jermain 
Memorial Library, the artist told us he 
enjoyed painting so much that he no 
longer had interest in creating repre- 
sentational work for other people. 

“The kind of freedom that I have as 
a painter comes because I’m working 
only for myself,” he explained, point- 
ing out that he was no longer execut- 
ing anyone else’s vision. “It’s only for . 
the pleasure of design, color and line,” 
Ruffins said. “I can do things so differ- 
ently and so much more freely.” 

He will be missed.

The June 2021 Hamptons Real Estate 
Market Report

n June 2020, the COVID buying 
frenzy was well underway. Real 
estate industry professionals watched 
in amazement as properties that had 
been on the market for years with no 
interest began to see bidding wars. The 


number of new listings to hit the mar- 
ket, as well as the number of contracts 
signed, recorded figures many had 
never experienced in their careers. 
June 2021 started out with a de- 
pleted inventory, but over the course 
of the month, listing supply increased 
3.5% to 779 listings available for sale 


on July 1, 2021. In the first half of 
2021, the number of contracts signed 
peaked in February and has been de- 
clining since, while staying relatively 
stable at an only 0.8% decline from 
May to June 2021. The number of 
new listings has been on an increas- 
ing trend since February and had its 


largest increase between January and 
February. 

June 2021 saw a larger percentage 
of properties that were previously 
listed within the last year come back 
on the market than any other month 
of 2021 so far. Re-listed properties 
are included in the new listings stats,

as long as they had been off the market 
for than 30 days. For buyers who 
have been looking in the marketplace for 
a while, true new listings are fewer than 
the numbers make it seem. 

- Though the number of contracts signed 
held stable between May and June 2021, 
there was a 37% decrease for‘June year 
over year, from 197 to 124 contracts. The 
buying frenzy has ended, but the level of 
contract activity is still 210% above pre- 
COVID levels for this time of year. 

The number of sales declined from 
May to June by 21%, from 145 to 115 list- 
ings sold. There are still a lot of delayed 
closings, but they appear to be decreas- 

ing. In May 2021, 24% of sold listings 
took 90 days or more to get from signed 
contract to closing table. In June 2021, it 
was 19% and there were 13 less in June 
than in May. 

When looking at the last ae months, 
the monthly number of new listings ver- 
sus contracts signed have moved toward 
an equilibrium. The results are reflected 
in the 15% absorption rate for June 2021 
being almost identical to the 15.6% aver- 

_age monthly absorption rate for the first 
half of 2021. 
In May 2021, the data showed that 


more logic and thoughtfulness had en-’ 


tered the marketplace and June 2021 
confirms this to-be the current trend. 
While activity has been stabilizing over- 
all, this new market still does not indicate 
that pricing necessarily will. 

The median sold price in the Hamp- 
tons increased 29% from May 2020 


to May 2021. Listings that sold in June 
2021 closed for a median price of $2.1 
million or 40% more than June 2020. 
The median contract price for June 2021 
was $2,135,000 while the new listing 
median asking price: was $3,195,000. 
The luxury market is active and overall 
pricing continues to increase. 

The numbers can be deceiving how- 
ever to property owners looking to price 
their homes, as these shifts hit areas and 
price points differently. For example, in 
the $1.5 million price point, contract ac- 
tivity has been fairly stable over the last

The continued depletion 
of inventory in this price point in East 
Hampton could likely spill into other 
areas as more inventory becomes 
available in those areas and 
buyers consider alternative 
options—like Southamp- © 
ton which had six listings 
sign contracts while nine 
came on the market. 
Overall, absorption 
rates are higher than they 
were in the beginning of the 
year, but have been. declining 
over the last 2-3 months, depend- 
ing on the price point. The odds of sell- 
ing have also declined overall. As more 
inventory has become available for sale, 
fewer contracts have been signed and 
fewer listings have closed than in recent 
months; however Amagansett has seen 
an increase in odds of selling to 110%, 
above its 105% average odds of selling

In the $10M-plus price point, seven 
listings sold, eight went into contract 


-and 24 came on the market. In Water 


Mill, three contracts were signed while 
only two listings came on the market, 
whereas in East Hampton, three listings 
came on the market and none went into 
contract. 
Amagansett had the high- 
est absorption rate at 32%, 
while Water Mill had the 
lowest at 3%. Area and 
price point variations 
like these permeate the 
marketplace as the vari- 
ety of buyers and sellers 
in the Hamptons adjust 
their way through 2021.

Nearby, 24 and 20 Forest Road sold, 
in separate transactions to the same 
buyer this spring for a combined $18 
million. With a total of three acres and 
500 feet of frontage, the new owner 
could build a 10,000-square-foot 
home based on renderings already 
completed by Blaze Makoid Archi- 
tecture, according to Gary DePersia’s 
previous listing at Corcoran.

existing five-bedroom home can be 
expanded and updated to create a 
15,000-square-foot dream home with 
a 2,250-square-foot accessory struc- 
ture and waterside pool, according to 
the listing. 

Records show a limited liability 
company, with David Jannetti at the 
helm, according to tax records, pur- 
chased 31 Cedar Avenue, then a 1.1- 
acre parcel, in June of 2014 for $5.4 
million.

ur July 23, 2021, cover artist is Jessica Brilli, 

whose most recent work draws inspiration 
from 35mm Kodachrome slides and vintage pho- 
tographs collected from around the country. Her 
suburban scenes are a reflection of her early years 
on Long Island; however, through years of photo- 
graphic research, she’s come to realize that her ex- 
periences are a strand in a common thread shared 
by Americans of all backgrounds. .

hile finding breathtaking art in the Hamptons 
is as simple as walking down any given vil- 
lage Main Street, discovering rare works by the great 
masters of the 20th century happens almost exclu- 
sively at Phillips Southampton. On view through 
July 31, and soon to be available to buyers, is Milton 
Avery: A Sense of Place, featuring the works of one 
of the highly acclaimed American artists of the era. 
“Milton Avery is one of the most celebrated Amer- 
ican artists of the 20th century, whose relevance 
continues to the present day,” says Robert Manley, 
deputy chairman and worldwide co-head of 20th 
century and contemporary art. “His appeal travels 
far beyond typical geographic constraints, a feat that 
is now underscored by the upcoming major retro- 
spective of his work organized by the Royal Acad- 
emy of Arts, London and curated by Edith Devaney.” 
Curated by Milton Avery’s grandson Sean Cava- 
naugh and Waqas Wajahat, Milton Avery: A Sense 
of Place features approximately 50 works from the 
Milton Avery Trust and the private collection of 
Academy Award winner Peter O’Toole. The selec- 
tion focuses on the various locales that served as in- 


spiration for Avery’s work, spanning three decades _ 


of the artist’s lauded career. All works featured in

“Among those dedicated to his work was the cele- 
brated actor Peter O’Toole,” Manley says.

loving care of O’Toole’s family for five decades. 
Milton Avery: A Sense of Place offers a rare look 
at the artist’s work from the 1930s through the 
-1960s, from his distinguished career in New York 
City portraiture to his landscapes of Provincetown, 
where he worked alongside abstract artists Adolph 
Gottlieb and Mark Rothko. They, as well as Barnett 
Newman, credit Avery as an influence in their artis- 


tic development, and his breakthroughs in color and 


form balance changed the way emerging Abstract 
Expressionists approached their work. | 

Avery’s unwavering legacy is a testament to his 
ability to conjure both a sense of place and atmo- 
sphere, while keeping his compositions pared down 
and colorful. Though he only visited Europe once in 
his life, his style more closely matches that of Euro- 
pean Experimentalism than the American Impres- 
sionism and landscape traditions of the time. Perus- 
ing through his unique landscapes and seascapes in 
this exhibition, it’s clear that he found inspiration 
wherever he traveled, with works hailing from Up- 


; state New York, New Hampshire, Vermont, Gaspe 
’ Peninsula in Canada and Cape Cod. 


“For this exhibition, we are honored to have the 
opportunity to work with the Milton Avery Trust, 
the family of Peter O’Toole, Waqas Wajahat and 
several other international private collections in 
bringing these rare-to-market works to the public,” 
Manley adds.

t’s been 16 long months, but the stage 

at the barn in Bellport known as The 
Gateway Playhouse has finally been re- 
awakened. The organization may not 
have been able to put on shows over the 
duration, but they kept busy with virtual 
learning and theater programs, a suc- 
cessful run with a drive-in series that 
boasted over 100 movie titles, and they 
even hosted a drive-thru Haunted House 
at Southaven Park in Brookhaven. 

Always a pioneer in musical theater, 
The Gateway’s official start to their 2021 
season is a new adaptation of Songs for 
a New World, a synthesis of the show’s 
many iterations since its inception in 
1995 with original music and lyrics by Ja- 
son Robert Brown. With this production, 
The Gateway is immediately tackling the 
issue at hand, COVID-19, and flashes 
of how it is, how it was and how single 
choices, brief moments in life, can affect 
the course of the future. 

Songs for a New World is not a mu- 
sical, nor does it have a plot. It is a pro- 
duction based on a theme told through 
the power of music—the power of songs 
and lyrics when everything is stripped of 
glamour and bright lights and the truth 
is laid bare, whether ugly or beautiful. In 
the first act, we are faced with COVID-19 
patients struggling to breathe and dying 
next to nurses covered from head to toe 
with pictures of themselves on their uni- 
forms so the patient can kind of see who 
is with them. The loneliness of nurse and 


patient is raw, and comes alive through 
the lyrics, We've all lived through this 
pandemic in our own unique way, 
and the cast brings all of it together on 
stage—the emotion reverberates through 
the audience, causing hairs on necks to 
stand at attention as this truly profound 
experience unfolds before us. The culmi- 
nation of months of fear, doubt, indeci- 
sion, hope, death—the whole gamut of 
pandemic life is displayed in all its glory 
and, yes, all of it is ugly. It’s a reminder 
of all we have lived through individually 
and opens our eyes to the experiences of 
others—a theater experience not based 
on whimsy, but of human nature and the 
reminder of our ability to rise above all 
things. 

The six-person cast is made up of 
truly powerful singers who play numer- 
ous roles throughout the production—a 
seamless ebb and flow of who is who re- 
vealed in the lyrics, so pay attention. Most 
notable in the cast is Alyssa Wray, fresh 
off the top 10 of the most recent season 
of American Idol. Her solid set of pipes 
are a crowd pleaser, and she can belt out 
a note to the moon, earning some hoots 
from the audience for her fantastic pres- 
ence and voice. In her bio in the playbill, 
she shares a quote that resonates, “When 
words fail, music speaks,” and that seems 


‘fitting for this production and in this new 


world we all find ourselves living in. With 
the entire show presented through song 
and lyrics, it must be a challenge for 
these performers to maintain their voices 
throughout, but Wray’s voice never wa- 


vered unintentionally. The raw emotion 
of “I'm not Afraid of Anything” might 


have audience members holding back | 


tears. 

In the jarring moment we realize a 
pampered housewife is threatening to 
jump off a ledge in “Just One Step,” per- 
formed by the tiny powerhouse Morgan 
Billings Smith, we are brought back to 
the theme of the show: The moments in 
time that define us. Next, the sweetly me- 
lodious voice of Mary Kate Moore tells a 
story of lost love and the choice that al- 
tered her fate. 

The surprise of the night came in the 
form of Caleb Mitchell, a senior at Middle 
Tennessee State University, whose voice 
captivated and inspired. Sometimes low- 
pitched and other moments reaching a 
high falsetto, the emotion he was able 
to convey in his songs was nothing short 
of magical. The talented singer blew the 
audience’s collective mind in the number 
“Flying Home,” a sad, strong and inspir- 
ing song that tells a bittersweet story 
and, again, how one choice, one moment 
in time, can set the course of one man’s 
future. 

Rounding out the cast were Christian 
Douglas and Jordan Goodsell. In the sec- 
ond act Douglas plays a gay man in the 
late ’70s/early ’80s when the global AIDS 
pandemic was all people were talking 
about. The parallels between that pan- 
demic and the current one are not lost on 
us and really make you think again about 
what we have all lived through and what 
we are still living through as we navigate 


through our lives. 

Having missed live theater in the past 
year, it was refreshing to be back and in 
the audience, holding a freshly printed 
playbill, enjoying a show not built on a 
specific storyline or tap dancing. It was an 
ode to human perseverance—to the spirit 
inside us all that gives us the strength to 
make those life-defining choices, what- 
ever they may be. We will still be here, 
we will still fight, and we will continue to 
live each moment and be thankful we are 
back here, watching an. amazing cast of 
performers sing their hearts out. Songs 
for a New World is the necessary transi- 
tion we all need and a choice you'll not 
regret. Catch it playing now through July 
31 at The Gateway Playhouse. 

Although the 2021 season got off to 
a later than usual start, there are many 
exciting performances to look forward to 
from the talented staff at The Gateway, 
from the lighting crew to the ushers, the 
box office staff to The Gateway producer 
Paul Allan himself, everyone is thrilled to 
be back in action. Million Dollar Quartet 
will play at The Gateway Playhouse Au- 
gust 4—21. The Gateway production of hit 
Broadway show Newsies can be seen at 
the Patchogue Theatre August 25—Sep- 
tember 11, followed by A Gentlemen's 
Guide to Love and Murder November 
17—December 4. Their Holiday Spectacu- 
lar on Ice is back December 17—January 
1, 2022.

The Tradition Returns July 24 —

t’s a historic event, modernized for 

touchless shopping and a great way 
to purchase art, support Guild Hall 
and our local artists. 

It’s the 75th annual Clothesline Art 
Sale—where eager art lovers line up at 
9 a.m. outside Guild Hall for the chance 
_ to browse and buy works of art, hung on 
beach dunes fencing on the front lawn. 

Over the years, the Clothesline sale 
(which started in 1946) has included 
some of the area’s most famous artists. 
Abstract expressionists such as Wil- 
lem de Kooning, Elaine de Kooning, 
Jackson Pollock and Alfonso Ossorio 
all participated back in the 1950s. 

This year, Clothesline features 240 
artists and 675 works of art ranging 
in price “from $100 all the way up to 
$4-5,000, with the main prices any- 
where from $500-—$1,200,” says Casey 
Dalene, Guild Hall’s Lewis B. Cullman 
Associate Curator for Learning and 


Public Engagement. 

“We push the artists to price their 
artwork really well so that the art is 
acceptable to the community ‘that 
shows up to shop it,” says Dalene. “We 
always get a lot of the local commu- 
nity. ... It’s a very neat sort of tradition 
within the community ... not just the 
seasonal community—but the year- 
round community as well, and a way 
for them to get real paintings, real art 
for their walls, at an affordable price.” 


The sale was modified last year due 
to COVID and those changes remain 
for this year. Normally the show is 
inside the gallery and out front of 
the building; this year it will again be 
only outside (while maintaining the 
main gallery exhibition, Alexis Rock- 
man’s Shipwrecked, “so people can 
come for the sale and check out the 
current exhibition as well”). Guild 
Hall has increased the front lawn and 
“doubled the space” they use to dis-

- play the art on the fencing along the 


grass. 

Where in the past a purchaser would 
‘pick up a piece of art off the fence or 
wall inside and take it to the cashier 
and wait in line to pay for it and re- 
ceive a handwritten receipt, now there 
is an online sales platform for Clothes- 
line shoppers: 

“You see a painting, you like it, you 


_ see the price on the painting but you 


can also see it on the website—there’s 
a QR code that you can scan and you 
go right to the painting on our website 
and go right to your shopping cart and 
check out, right there and take the 
painting with you,” says Dalene. (If 
you shop the website from home, once 
you have made the purchase, you then 
make an appointment through the 
website to pick up the piece at Guild 
Hall the week after Clothesline.) 

The Clothesline sale opens at 9 a.m. 
in-person and online, but you can 
shop from home all day until mid- 
night. Each artist submits up to three 
pieces of work (for a $15 fee) and Guild 
Hall does a 50/50 split with the sale of 
a painting: 50% goes to the artist and 
50% goes to Guild Hall. 

If last year is any indication, the 75th 
year celebration will be well attended. 

“(Last year) it was a huge success, 
we overshot our budget ... the commu- 
nity really came out for Guild Hall and 
the artists and just shopped—so we are 
hoping for the same this year ... And - 
obviously people are more out and 
about and more comfortable about be- 
ing out and about,” says Dalene. 

At its heart, the Clothesline sale is a 
benefit for Guild Hall. And it supports 
the artists of the area. 

“For the artists to also get exposure 
and sell their work—we love when we 
can help artists. It’s another oppor- 
tunity to do that, it’s part of our pro- 
gram,” says Dalene. 

And for the art lovers and shoppers? 

“It’s a one-day thing ... that feel- 
ing of discovery ... to experience that 
lucky, clandestine moment.” 

The 75th annual Guild Hall Clothes- 
line Art Sale is Saturday, July 24, 9 
a.m.—4 p.m. at Guild Hall and online 
from 9 a.m. until midnight.

ith 2020 being what it was,

Hal MckKusick 
(1924-2012) 


Fischl: “Hal McKusick is the saint for those who wield a hammer and a horn. 
Blow by blow, tap by tap, his precise edges and sharp shapes brought his talent 
into our world with all the smoothness of his alto sax and the clean lines of his 
Shaker-inspired tables and chairs.” 

Hal McKusick was an American jazz alto saxophonist, clarinetist and flutist. 
He worked in the big bands of Les Brown, Woody.Herman (1943), Boyd Raeburn 
(1944-45), Alvino Rey (1946), Buddy Rich, Claude Thornhill (1948-49), Terry 
Gibbs, Elliot Lawrence and many others. McKusick also released albums under 
his own leadership, including a 1957 album for Prestige titled Triple Exposure. 

In 1958, McKusick led a small group with Bill Evans that recorded Cross Sec- 
tion—Saxes, which included contributions from Art Farmer, Paul Chambers, Con- 
nie Kay and Barry Galbraith. For this album, McKusick commissioned arrange- 
ments from George Handy, Jimmy Giuffre, George Russell and Ernie Wilkins. He 
also worked on sessions with other prominent jazz musicians such as Lee Konitz 
and John Coltrane. 

McKusick worked with nearly all the famous musicians in the genre, includ- 
ing Charlie Parker and Dizzy Gillespie. He settled in Sag Harbor in 1972, where 
he taught at the Ross School in East Hampton. In addition to being a jazz great, 
he was also an impeccable woodworker, and worked in his studio at the Prime 
House, one of the great old historic houses of Sag Harbor dating from 1795. It was 
lovingly preserved and maintained thanks to his extraordinary care and talent.

“Gordon Matta-Clark is the saint for anarchists who would find shelter in 
deconstructed abodes and nourishment in exotic ingredients that flavor the 
irrational while inspiring our craving for a new taste,” Fischl says. 

Gordon Matta-Clark was an American artist best known for the site-specific 
artwork he made in the 1970s. 

Matta-Clark’s parents were artists Anne Clark and Roberto Matta, the Chil- 
ean Surrealist painter. His twin brother Sebastian, also an artist, sadly com- 
mitted suicide in 1976. ( 

In 1969, curator Willoughby Sharp introduced him to members of the New 
York art world. Matta-Clark’s work, “Museum,” was shown at Klaus Kertess’ 
notorious Bykert Gallery. 

Matta-Clark, Cardl Goodden and Tina Girouard cofounded FOOD, ¢ a restaurant 
in SoHo, New York in 1971, which was managed and staffed by artists. FOOD 
hosted the Philip Glass Ensemble, Mabou Mines and the dancers of Grand Union, 
among others. It was in the context of this artistic community that Matta-Clark 


developed the idea of “anarchitecture,” a conflation of the words anarchy and ar-— 


chitecture, to suggest an interest in voids, gaps and leftover spaces. 
The artist tragically died of pancreatic cancer at the age of 35 on ipo 27, 
1978 in NYC.

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‘Whack- a- Thug: 


How to Deal with Strangers Who ry 
to Come Through Your Entry Gate

f you are looking for a 

new start-up to invest in, 
look no further than James 
Wilson’s  Whack-a-Thug, 
which already is all the rage 
at the entrance to gated homes 
in St. Tropez, Palm Beach and Palm 
Springs. As Wilson has just bought an 
oceanfront mansion in Southampton, 
I thought it appropriate to interview 
him there. We talked in his library. 

“What exactly i is Whack-a- -Thug?” I 
asked. 

“When you are invited to a gated 
home,” he said, “you turn into the 
driveway and stop your car facing the 
gate, roll down your window and enter 
in a code to get the gate to open.” 

“Of course,” I said, “I did that here.” 

“The idea, of course, is to keep con- 
trol of who is allowed to enter your 
property. The truth, though, is if some 
unwanted person were to try punching 
in random combinations long enough, 
they might come upon the code and 
let themselves in.” 

“I suppose that could happen.” 

“It happens a lot. More than you 
might think. And that is what has made 
Whack-a-Thug such a success. Whack- 
a-Thug adds an extra level of security. 
Did you notice a metal box just next to 
where you punch in the code?” 

“I did. It seemed to be some sort of 
add-on.” 

“That's Whack-a-Thug. There’s a 


metal door on it where it faces the side - 


of your car. If you try the code and get 
it wrong three times in a row, the door 
opens and a boxing glove on a stick 
pops out and punches you right in the 
nose. You go away.” 

“How does it know how to aim the 
punch?” 

“We know right where the perp is. 
He’s got the driver’s side window down, 
his arm sticks out and so does his head, 
so he can read the small numbers on the 
keypad. Laser beams locate the nose.” 

“I guess I got lucky.” 

“How is that?” 

“Just now entering the code I got it 
wrong the first two times, but only got 
it the third time.” 

“I told you the code on the phone 
when you were leaving your house.” 

“T wrote it down wrong. I thought the

fourth number was a 7. When I tried it 


two times I realized it might be a 9. And - 


it was.” 

“Well, we have two models, one 
fancier than the other. One is called 
‘Whack-a-Thug Regular,’ which is what 
I have here. The other is ‘Whack-a- 
Thug Deluxe.” 

“How much do each of them cost?” 

“Tf you have to ask, you can’t afford it. 
Whack-a-Thug is not cheap.” 

“Oh.” 

“Whack-a-Thug Deluxe has three set- 
tings. You get a remote, which you keep 
with you to change the settings from as 
far away as 200 yards. The settings are, 
in addition to ‘boxing glove,’ ‘delay’ and 
‘disable.’ 

“The boxing glove setting you know. 


The delay setting causes the device to 
fire sticky green sludge across your 
windshield after the third miss. You 
won't be going anywhere until you 
scrape it off. It’s harmless and can 
easily be removed with an ice scraper. 
Anyway, the perp thinks he’s also being 
seen on a video monitor, and since he

If you get the code wrong three times 
with the disable setting on, a box pops 
open 1 foot off the ground and a small 
steel dagger pops out and punches a 
hole in your left front car tire, retracts, 
and you're stuck with a flat tire. It-also 
automatically calls the police.”

“Amazing.” 

“When bad people learn you have 
Whack-a-Thug, you won’t ever be both- 
ered again. That’s our pledge.” 

We talked some more, and he told 
me he is talking about installing a varia- 


‘tion of Whack-a-Thug with the mayors 


of the Hamptons, who are reportedly 
planning some sort of pay parking in all 
the parking spaces in Southampton and 
East Hampton. It would activate if you 
don’t pay. 

“Tt would have to be ced, ” Wil- 
son told me. “But we could do it.” 

And with that, I thanked him for the 
interview and started to leave. 

“When you approach the gate,” he 
told me, “there’s a special radio signal 
that automatically opens the gate to let 
you out, just like anywhere else. But 
be quick. If you don’t leave within 8 
seconds, a grappling net is fired from 
a cannon in the top of a nearby tree. It 
wraps itself around your car and lifts it 
up a few feet. If that happens, just give 
me a call from your cell phone.” 

Okay, I said. And so I left, scooting 
through the open gate sited with no 
problem.

Jackie Bouvier Kennedy, First Lady

(a haegeag Bouvier Ken- 
- &U nedy became one of the 
youngest first ladies when, 
at age 31, her husband John 
_ F Kennedy, was elected presi- 
- dent of the United States. Only 
‘two other first ladies were younger 
than she when their husbands became 


president, and two who were from the - 


Hamptons. One of those was Julia 
Gardiner, born in East Hampton more 
‘than a century before Jacqueline Lee 
Bouvier was born in Southampton. 
Two out of three ain’t bad. 

_ Bouvier was the daughter of a Man- 


hattan stockbroker named John “Black - 


Jack” Bouvier III who summered with 
his wife and two children in a 10-bed- 
room mansion called Lasata at 121 Fur- 
ther Lane in East Hampton. Bouvier’s 
mother was socialite Janet Norton Lee. 

Jackie rode horses and by the age 


of 11 was celebrated as an excellent. 


rider, winning national med- 
als at jumping events in the 
Hamptons. When she was 
10, her mother and father 
were divorced, something 
not often done in those 
' years. Her mother moved to 
McLean, VA and soon married 
an heir to the Standard Oil fortune. 
Jackie attended Miss Porter’s School in 
Farmington, CT, spent a short time at 
Vassar, then George Washington Uni- 
versity. After graduation with a bach- 
elor of arts in French, she got a job as 
a photographer with the Washington 
Times Herald. There, at a political din- 
ner, she met Jack Kennedy, the soon- 
to-be elected senator from Massachu- 
setts, who said, “I’ve never met anyone 
like her,” to his friends. Sixteen months 
later, they were married in Newport, 
RI, in what was described at the time 
as the wedding of the year. 
In 1960, Jack Kennedy, at the age 
of 43, was elected president of the

United States. Jackie was beautiful, 
fashionable and eager to redecorate the 
White House. She also set new fashion 
standards, which became celebrated 
around the country. ; 

In 1963, she was in the back seat of 
an open car with her husband touring 
Dallas, Texas when a man with a rifle 
shot Jack from a nearby building. He 
died in her arms. At the time of his 
death, their children were Caroline, 
nearly age 6, and “John-John,” John F. 
Kennedy Jr., nearly 3. 

Jackie mourned her husband for sev- 


eral years, then married a Greek ship-_ 


ping magnate named Aristotle Onassis 
who was nearly twice her age. She lived 
with him in the lap of luxury for seven 
years before he too passed on. Then she 
returned to New York City to work as 
a book editor for the remainder of her 
working life. 

Jackie in New York was heavily in- 
volved in preservation and history. She 
often was seen jogging in Central Park.

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She died at age 64 and the city named 
the Central Park reservoir after her. 

Before her death in 1994, she bought 
a summer compound on Sagaponack 
Road. In her later years, she helped her 
elderly Aunt Edie and her daughter Lit- 
tle Edie, age 50, members of the Bouvi- 
er family now adrift without money or 
prospects because Aunt Edie’s husband 
left them earlier and Big Edie never got 
over it. They were discovered living 
in squalor in a broken-down mansion 
called Grey Gardens in the Georgica 
section of East Hampton.

COTE OUT EAST 
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New Alpina Restaurant Brings Alpine Dinin 


to the North Fork

ee S newest restaurant 
is offering a brand of food the 
town, and maybe all of Long Island, 
has never seen before. Alpina, which 
opened to the public on July 17, isa 
Swiss-Italian restaurant which fea- 
tures, among other things, pastas, 
schnitzels and wine. 

The idea of a New York eatery that 
focuses on Alpine cuisine came from 
_Christoph Mueller, the owner of the 
Green Hill Hospitality Group and a 
native of Switzerland. As Alpina’s 
website.states, most of the restau- 
rant’s flavors come from Ticino, a 
southern province of Switzerland 
where Italian is the main language 
and food is prepared in an Ital- 
ian style. Switzerland, though, is a 
country without one distinct ethnic 
group, and Alpina draws inspiration 
from Austria and France in addition 
to Italy and the Alps to complete 
their menu. They also source many 
of their ingredients direct from the 
North Fork. “We’re trying to pull 
all of these crazy ingredients from 
where we can (on the North Fork), 
and then, when we need ingredi- 
ents for our meats and cheeses, we 
source from Italy and Switzerland,” 
says executive chef George Musho. 

Alpina’s menu is ambitious, fea- 
turing dishes like quail and clam 
orecchiette, but the chefs know that 
they have to be mindful 
and consider the 
difficulty tt 


of sourcing and preparing these 
dishes. A lot of ingredients have to 
be made in-house, including gelato, 
pasta and butter. 

With so many cultures making up 
Alpina’s menu, one could imagine 
that the restaurant might sometimes 
face a conflict between the differ- 
ent styles of cooking. French flavors 
overpowering German ones to create 
an unwanted fusion meal, perhaps. 
But Musho says the different kinds 
of cooking more often than not just 
mean choosing between a few key 
ingredients. He cited veal schnitzel 
as an example of this. “In Italy, you 
have veal milanese, and in Switzer- 
land, you have schnitzel, and then in 
Austria, you also have schnitzel. The 
cooking processes are all very simi- 
lar ... but because of the regionality, 
you use different ingredients.” (Alpi- 
na, for the record, goes for a simple 
kind of schnitzel, using a butterflied, 
bone-in veal cut that they serve with 
lemon and pine salt.) 

Another draw for Alpina is its wine 
bar, which is prominently featured 
on their website and social media 
accounts. For good reason, too: As 
the director of Green Hill Hospital- 
ity Group, Brendan Spiro says in an 
email, Alpina has collected “Italian 
Alpine region wines, most of which 
have never before been seen on a lo- 
cal wine bar menu.” The restaurant 
boasts the largest Swiss selection 

of wines not just on Long Is- 
land, but in the entire 
United States.

Right now, Alpina is twisting its 
theme to be a bit more summery. 
“Especially: during the summer, 
channeling the Alps is very diffi- 
cult,” Musho says. “I can’t really do 
a braised beef with polenta when it’s 
90 degrees out.” For this reason, Al- 


pina’s menu currently offers mostly . 


light dishes, like mache salad and 
chicken liver paté. In the fall and 
winter, however, the restaurant will 
add heartier meals to their menu— 
stews, polentas, more egg-yolk pas- 
tas. This is just part of the reason 
why the future looks bright for Al- 
pina. Speaking about the opening 
week of the restaurant, Musho says 
that it had been exciting getting the 
word out and serving their first cus- 
tomers. “It’s really amazing to see 
everything come together,” he says. 
“It’s been a lot of fun. I’ve learned 
a lot. It’s been challenging, but it’s 
been great.”

Sometimes a person with dementia 
gets sweeter. But Magda did not get 
sweeter; she got meaner. One day, she 
said to Sandra, “Don’t you ever get 
tired of being a fat slob?” 

To hear someone say that out loud 
is shocking. And to hear it from your 


therapist is, well, beyond belief. But. 


there we were, in group therapy, com- 
pletely unaware of the fact that the 
woman with whom we entrusted our 
innermost secrets for years, was sink- 
ing into senility. 

Sometimes Magda would fall asleep 
during the session and we'd just go 
ahead and manage on our own. At first, 
we tried to wake her up. Then we real- 
ized it was safer when she was asleep. 
Her comments were downright nasty. 

“Where did you get that top?” she 
said to Vera. “At a yard sale in the 
city dump?” To Linda, who was just 
thrown over by her married lover, she 
said, “Well, if you insist on screwing 
another woman’s husband, you get 
what you deserve.” 

What was coming next? The fear in 
the room was palpable. Who was the 
next target? It was Rhonda. Rhonda, 
who always sat with one arm over her 
head clinging to the wall, was now 
holding onto that wall for dear life. 
“Why are you so dull?” Magda asked 
her. ”Don’t you ever have anything in- 
teresting to say?” 

It was all very confusing because, 
in fact, Sandra was obese, and Linda 
was sleeping with someone’s hus- 
band, and God knows, everyone was 
silently aghast at Vera’s “Halloween- 
esque” outfits. No one suspected the 
truth. We just knew Magda was right, 
as usual. In fact, to add to the confu- 
‘sion, she really was just a nastier ver- 
sion of her earlier self. It was not that 
much of a stretch to hear her telling 
everyone exactly what she thought. 
That was her M.O. 

“Are you on drugs?” she asked me, 
early in my therapy. “What a witch,” 
I thought. I took a Nexium this morn- 
ing. How did she know? 


Magda took copious notes 
during the sessions, and 
I often wondered what 
the hell she was writ-

scared to ask. She 
had an_ imposing 
demeanor like some 
kind of Germanic po- 
licewoman, and I just 
let things slide. One time 
I told her that my husband 
would send her a check and she rose 
from her chair and hovered over me 
like a giant bat and said, “Don’t be coy 


with me, miss. You will pay for -your 
‘own,therapy.” After that, you can rest. 


assured that I wrote every check. 

The thing I liked about Magda and 
what kept me there was that she was 
the opposite of my family. I was raised 
in an undisciplined environment by 
a big, affectionate family. My mother 
was the queen of unconditional love 
and as a result, I had no boundaries 
and didn’t know which way to turn 


- half the time. This one, Magda, was 


strict. No gray areas for her. She knew 
the answer. Should I drop the idea of 
being a TV producer and go to law 
school? Absolutely not. “You don’t 
have the attention span for that.” 
Check. What about this guy I’m dat- 
ing? Should I see him again? “No. He’s 


not for you. Too stupid.” Check. She 


probably prevented a disaster. 

She even involved herself in real 
estate decisions. Should I buy. the 
apartment when the building goes co- 
op? “Of course, you should. You will 
double your investment.” And so on 
and so forth. Who could resist that? 

In a way, she was right out of the au- 
thoritarian’s playbook. Just march to 
this tune and everything will be OK. I 
figured out how to get the most out of 
this treatment: Whenever I had a deci- 
sion to make or when I came to a fork 
in the road, I just asked myself, “What 
would Magda do?” She actually helped 
me a lot. 

One day she confused me for some- 
one else in the group. Vera was always

week, she’d “drag” her dead mother 
into the room. Blah blah blah. My 


mother did this. My mother did that. : 


So then, when my own mother actu- 
ally did die, and I informed the group 
of her passing, Magda said to me, 
“Oh, you're always talking about your 


mother.” You’d think I would have fig- _ 


ured out that she was not all there that 
day. But I wasn’t ready to acknowl- 
edge it yet. And at that point, she had 
me so bamboozled, I wasn’t sure if I 


- was always talking about my mother. 
As time went on, Magda’s behavior | 


got worse. She forgot everything. She 
even forgot to charge us for the ses- 
sions. It was bad. But no one left the 
group. She had us hypnotized. We 
even admired her ability to fall asleep 
so easily, thinking “Look at that, so free 
of anxiety that she can nod off as if she 
just got a 90 minute massage.” But; it 
did make me wonder if she wasn’t fast 
asleep during the private sessions as 
she was silent most of the time while 
I was yammering on the couch about 


some Oedipal thing. Is that what they 


call Freudian analysis? The shrink 
says nothing while you blab away try- 
ing to unravel the tedious puzzle of 
your life. Or is Freudian analysis just 
another way of shrinks saying, “Hey,

I need a nap and there’s no time like 
the present.” 

One day, Rhonda, the wall hugger, 
walked in late to the session. Rhonda 
was never, ever late in all the years 
in this group. This was a woman who 
alphabetized her bookshelf and orga- 
nized her sock drawer, and planned a 
dinner a month ahead. Magda looked 
at her and said, “Why are you always 
late?” This was.a coup de grace. No. 
No. No. Rhonda is never late. Never, 
never, never. This is the first time. Not 
always! Once! Rhonda started to cry. 
It’s one thing to be told you’re boring 
and have nothing interesting to say. 
It’s another thing for a girl with OCD 
to be told she’s always late. She started 
to hyperventilate. We turned to Magda 
to do something, anything, but at that 
moment, she was fast asleep. 

“That did it,” I said. “Let’s go.” We 


each got up, silently put our coats on 


and left the room for the last time. 
I think of Magda from time to time, 


‘and as I write this, I even miss her. Af- 


ter all, very few people will actually tell 
you the truth.

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Racism on the East End | 


Father Constantine Lazarakis 
It’s been a year of reckoning in terms of 
racial equality in the United States of Amer- 
ica. The senseless murder of George Floyd 
rightfully stoked outrage around the world, 
bringing issues of racial inequality and in- 
stitutional racism to the focal point of our 
national discussion. Over a year later, the 
discussion continues, and unfortunately, 
like so many of the discussions around the 
critical challenges facing our country, much of 
what we say and believe about racism is reduc- 
tive, over simplified and frankly, insufficient. We exchange platitudes 
within our echo chambers to either dismiss the problem or make our- 
selves feel that we are addressing it. To make real progress is to do 

more. 

First, we need to admit, to ourselves, that racism is real, and it is 
here. On the East End, while there are real and meaningful efforts 
to address racial inequality, one doesn’t need to look very hard or 
listen very carefully to know that there are still strong currents of 
racial prejudice that influence our thinking, restrict and poison our 
relationships, and wield unfair influence over what opportunities are 
afforded members of our community. 

But we need to look even deeper than the racism that exists in the 
Hamptons and find the prejudices that exist within ourselves. The 
economic and social evils brought about by racism and bias can’t be 
resolved with economic and social policy alone. At its root, racism is 
a spiritual problem, and its repercussions will be felt until we can rid 
our hearts and minds of racist sentiment, both articulate and subtle. 
God created each of us, in all our diversity, in His image and likeness, 
and he created us to love one another. If we want to overcome racism 
in the Hamptons, each of us needs to reckon with that reality.

What are slaves doing so far north 
of the Mason Dixon line? Contrary 

-to popular belief, enslaved people 
worked on the farms and in the homes 
of numerous families on Long Island, 
and throughout New York until slavery 
was officially abolished in New York 
State in 1827. Recent documentation 
uncovered by the Plain Sight Project 
has unearthed the stories of enslaved 

_residents who worked throughout the 
Hamptons as farm hands, carpenters 
and servants in the homes of their 
masters. In reading their stories, I 
was most surprised to see that many 
of the family names who owned slaves 


in the Hamptons, are not coinciden- 
tally the street names in East Hamp- 
ton that I drive down on a regular ba- 
sis: Hedges, Dayton, Buell, Huntting 
and Osborne. The remnants of slavery 
exist in plain sight in the Hamptons, 
most people just don’t look. - 

The skeletons of our Hamptons 
closet aren’t just ancient, they are 


more recent than we think. Only 


this past May was legislation passed 
helping homeowners remove _rac- 
ist restrictive covenants from deeds. 
These covenants were widespread on 
the East End, and barred people of 
color and Jews from living in certain 
homes and neighborhoods. Although . 
they were technically unenforceable 
in the wake of the Fair Housing Act of 
1968, their presence has left a legacy 
that has caused the Hamptons to be 
racially segregated in many areas. 

If you wonder why so many people 
find it important to recite the phrase 
“Black lives matter,” it’s because for 
the majority of American history, our 
country legislated that Black lives 
didn’t matter at all or mattered less. 
The past isn’t just the past. The bigot- 
ry of our history has laid the founda- 
tion for the current systematic racism 
that we find in our country, and even 
in our East End community.

his World Lion Day, August 10th, 
the African Community and Con- 
servation Foundation (ACCF) and Tusk 
are debuting the U.S ‘Tusk Lion Trail’ to 


benefit the people and wildlife of Africa. - 


Following the success of the 2018 Tusk 
Rhino Trail, the England-based organi- 
zation Tusk, of which Prince William is 


a Royal Patron, is set to launch this new 


worldwide art installation tour that will 
see 45 life-sized lion sculptures released 
onto the streets of London, Edinburgh, 
Bristol, Sydney, Wellington, Nairobi and 
The Hamptons, the tour’s one and only 
U.S. location. 

‘While placing more than 40 identical 
sculptures around the world would un- 
_ doubtedly earn some headlines, Tusk has 

_ taken the concept a step further by invit- 
ing globally acclaimed talents, such as 

Rolling Stones guitarist Ronnie Wood, 
to design each of the lions. Each of these 
lion sculptures has been generously sup- 

ported by an ACCF or Tusk partner or 
supporter. : 

5 For the 12 lions being released into 
The Hamptons, collectively called “The 
Hamptons Lion Pride” and led by ACCF, 

emphasis was placed on selecting lauded 
local artists and designers, as well as 
iconic locations for each sculpture, and 
the full list is nothing short of a love 
letter to the East End. Paton Miller and 
John Banovich will have their lions 
placed at Wolffer Estate Vineyard in 
Sagaponack, Beth O’Donnell at South- 

-ampton Arts Center in Southampton 
Village and William Quigley at AB NY 
Gallery in East Hampton. In Water Mill, 
Kevin McEvoy’s lion can be spotted at 
Duck Walk Vineyard, with Roberto Du- 
tesco and Jeremy Penn’s lions at Nova’s 
Ark Project. And in Amagansett, Dan 
Rizzie’s lion can be found in Amagan- 
sett Square, while LUVELLI’s is located 
at The Stephen Talkhouse. Deborra-Lee 
Furness and Oscar Jackman are col- 
laborating on a lion for Montauk Beach 
House in Montauk, as are Donna Karan 


and Xio Grossett on one lion at Urban . 


Zen and Elizabeth Jordan for additional 
lion located in Sag Harbor. 

As if this unique event wasn’t already 
fun and engaging for the whole family, 
the art installations encourage visitors 
to follow the trails using interactive QR 
codes and easy-to-use physical and digi- 
tal maps, enticing tour-goers to “collect” 


all 12 lions. Even those living far beyond 
the Hamptons are encouraged to par- 
ticipate in the tour virtually and donate 
from anywhere. 

“I'm proud that we can be coming to 
Long Island and to The Hamptons to 
represent to the world this message of 


hope for Africa and how we're all one 


family together making a difference,” 
ACCF’s CEO Brady Forseth says, reiter- 
ating that anyone, anywhere can partici- 
pate and donate online if they can’t come 
and see the Hamptons Lion Pride in per- 
son. “Anyone who's reading this can play 
a part to bring hope for the plight of the 
people and wildlife in Africa!” . 

The U.S. Tusk Lion Trail sculptures 
will remain on view through August 25, 
when they'll begin their journey to the 
‘Hamptons Lion Soirée’ for a fabulous 
auction put on by Bohnams on Friday, 
August 27, 6-8 p.m., where each of the 
12 lions in the Hamptons Lion Pride will 
be won by its highest bidder, as will sev- 
eral additional donated artworks. Lim- 
ited tickets to the VIP private event are 
$1,000, and bidding takes place online 


and in person. ACCF and Tusk will direct 
all auction proceeds and any additional 
donations to their life-changing, empow- 
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ering work in Africa. In 2018, Tusk raised . 


£750,000 with its Tusk Rhino Trail, and 
this year’s expanded event should hope- 
fully prove even more successful. 

Widely regarded as the king of the 
animal kingdom, the regal lion’s domain 
has been reduced drastically over many 
years of poaching, human-lion conflict, 
prey depletion, habitat loss and fragmen- 
tation. In the last 25 years, the lion popu- 
lation has dwindled to 50% of what it 
once was, with recent reports estimating 
that the world population of lions is now 
only about 22,500. At 8% of their historic 
range, today, there are fewer wild lions 
left than rhinos. 

The African lion population is only 
one aspect of the work that ACCF does, 
however, as the people of Africa are also 
in dire need of assistance due to the am- 
plified effects of the COVID-19 pandemic 
on the continent. “One of the largest con- 
tributing factors to Africa’s economy is 
hospitality/tourism,” says Forseth, “and 


when you have hospitality, for the most 
part, being shut down throughout the 
continent, you're going to have increased 
poaching pressure on wildlife and the 
livelihoods of the communities.” 

“The lion is the face of the campaign, 
but it’s not just for the wildlife—these 
endangered animals,” adds ACCF Vice 
President, Pete Mattson. “It’s also for the 
people, which is why in ‘African Com- 
munity and Conservation Foundation, 
community is first. We want to help the 
people, help the wildlife—the circle of 
life, really—and the planet at the same 
time and really work at it from all an- 
gles.” A few of these angles necessary to 
restore and advance these communities 
are economic stability, technological in- 
novation, and increased empowerment.” 

“It really is about the people, too— 


helping the people,” Mattson continues. 


“They've been rocked in Africa through 
this global pandemic, and they're still 
getting rocked. This is a relief effort and 
a really cool celebration that we can do 
through art to raise a lot of awareness 
and money to do long-term impact, ver- 
sus handouts. That’s what we're really all 
about: Sustainable long-term impact.” 

ACCF’s portion of the U.S. ‘Tusk Lion 
Trail’ proceeds will be donated to The 
Malilangwe Trust, a Zimbabwean non- 
profit leading environmental conserva- 
tion and uplifting communities. Its goal: 
“To restore and maintain the reserve’s 
ecosystem, make meaningful contribu- 
tions to conservation science and im- 
prove the livelihoods of its neighboring 
communities.”

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Gimme Shelter Animal Rescue 
to Celebrate 10-Year Anniversary

A nyone who loves animals knows 


it takes a special person to res- — 


cue, foster and adopt. 

For Michelle Neufeld Montak, who 
says she “loves animals more than 
most people,” the decision to form 
Gimme Shelter Animal Rescue was 
inspired 12 years ago at a friend’s fun- 
draiser for a local animal rescue. 

“I stopped by to give a donation and 
to say hello, and that event changed 
my life,” says Montak, who had been 
selling real estate in Toronto where 
she grew up. : 

“T found out how many dogs are dy- 
ing in shelters all across the country— 
I just couldn’t believe it ... how many 
dogs were being killed in gas chambers 
all across the South—it was absolutely 
horrific, so I started volunteering and 
I literally felt like I found my passion.” 

Montak’s first trip to the Hamptons 
13 years ago proved to be a prophetic 
one. While visiting a girlfriend’s share 
house for the weekend, she met her 
now husband Eddie Montak. Eddie, 


who owns a contracting business, was. 


living in the city and had a house in 
the Hamptons. After a couple of years 
of long-distance dating, the couple got 
engaged and decided to live together 
out east because “it was the best fit” for 
the other love of Michelle’s life—her 


dog, Otis—“a big, black, fluffy, sheep-y © 


dog, a border collie-husky mix,” says 
Montak, with affection. 

While waiting for her working pa- 
pers, Montak would take Otis around 
as she familiarized herself with the 
area and her new home. 

“All the towns and the stores were 
so welcoming,” says Montak. “It was 
such a nice change from Toronto in 
that way—they all welcomed Otis ... 
everyone fell in love with him—he 
was so zen and he was definitely an 
old soul, a very spiritual, sweet dog ... 
I met a lot of dog lovers that way and 
that’s kind of how it all started.” 

After volunteering at a local rescue, 
eight months later Montak founded 
Gimme Shelter in December of 2011. 
The rescue “took over life” and she 
never looked back on real estate.

“When I first started, I didn’t have a ‘ 


foster network, I didn’t have donors,” 
says Montak. “I just had friends who 
loved dogs and believed in what I was 
doing.” 

She started to “literally save one dog 
at a time.” 


“I would see dogs on Facebook or 
online, or I would see dogs down South 
that were in a shelter that were about 
to die, and I would just call the shelter 
and say ‘Is there a vet nearby that I can 
pay for vetting and shots? ... Is there 


_a volunteer nearby that can bring the 


dog out of the shelter to the vet?’ I paid 
for the boarding, and I paid for all the 
vetting—and my very generous friends 
all chipped in,” says Montak. 

But once she rescued a dog, where 
would she keep it? That was her di- 
lemma early on with a rescue named 
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MICHELLE NEUFELD MONTAK, EDDIE MONTAK, WITH OTIS (GLASSES), BREAKER, LULU 


Emma, “a sweet little black Lab who 
was at a shelter down South who had 
been wandering on the street with her 
two newborn puppies.” 

After Montak rescued the Lab trio, 
a friend of hers who worked at Ralph 
Lauren sent out an email blast to her 
contacts to effort a foster and that led 
to Montak meeting Chuck and Ellen 
Scarborough. Not only did the Scar- 
boroughs end up fostering Emma, 
“they fell in love with her and adopted 
her,” says Montak. “The Scarboroughs 
became big supporters, hosting our 
summer fundraiser out here at their 
house in Southampton,” she says. 
“They are amazing people.” 

Word of mouth helped and the res- 
cue grew. 

“A lot of friends who are huge dog 
lovers started the website and it just 
took off, and people started adopting 
from us and telling their friends and 
then other families decided that it was 
a nice thing to do, especially for their 
kids. ... They are teaching them to care 


for another living creature, to provide 
love and comfort and to be actually 
able to see it go to a wonderful home 
and then do it again,” says Montak. 

There have been challenging days. 

“For the first three years, the trans- 
port van that brought the rescues up 
from the South wasn’t even coming 
to Long Island,” says Montak, so she 
would get up at 5 a.m. every Saturday 
and drive with a friend in her minivan 
from the Hamptons to pick up the res- 
cues in New Jersey at a service area. 

“It was all-consuming,” says Mon- 
tak who describes her work as “very 
rewarding and very stressful. ... It’s 
also very heartbreaking on a daily ba- 
sis because I can’t save every dog I see 
or hear of.” She says she often works 
24/7, adding, “My husband Eddie has 
been extremely tolerant ... !ve been a 
workaholic for 10 years now.” 

To date, Montak has saved almost 
3,000 rescues. At any given time she 
has 70—80 dogs in her care, between 
the ones down South at the kennel

that she pays to board, and the dogs 
up here with her network of fosters. 

“When the doors open to the trans- 
port van that arrives every Saturday 
in Commack with the rescues and the 
fosters, and the adopters come for- 
ward, it is very emotional,” says Mon- 
tak. “The dogs all started off in such 
bad situations, and they are going to 
have great lives.” 

Because Gimme Shelter is an all- 
breed rescue, that means all types of 
dogs (and ages) are rescued. “Stockard 
Channing adopted a pit bull several 
years ago,” says Montak. “She was su- 
per cool, a total pit bull lover and we 
saved him off death row.” Julianne 
Moore started following the website 
and she and her husband Bart Freun- 
dlich adopted a black Lab. 

No matter who applies to foster or 
adopt, the aim is the same for Montak: 

“To make sure we find the best home 
for each dog and we also find the right 
dog for each person.” She describes 
her fosters as “very special people.” 

“When a foster ends up taking the 
dog, we call them a ‘foster failure,” 
says Montak, adding, “We laugh at it 
... it’s a beautiful thing for the dog be- 
cause it doesn’t have to move and re- 
adjust to a new home, but for us, every 
foster is like gold—they are precious.” 

As for the future, Montak would like 
to build on what she has created. 

“The goal,” says Montak, “is to have 
a shelter out here in the Hamptons so 
that we can save more dogs ... if we 
could find someone out here to give 
us some land and then I can fundraise 
for the shelter—that would be a dream 
come true.”

For now, the rescue work continues. 

“I love what I do beyond. measure,” 
adds Montak. “I’ve met some ex- 
tremely special humans through my 
rescue work. I feel deeply grateful and 
truly humbled to have such incredible 
supporters and friends. And that I get 
to dedicate my life to saving so many 
precious, magical souls.”

Louis Licar1: 
Celebrity Colorist and —

hen world-famous hair colorist 
Louis Licari plucks a deserving 
woman from the TODAY show plaza 


for an “Ambush Makeover,” he and his - 


team of beauty experts literally make 
dreams come true. 

“We take these ladies who have no 
access to the whole idea of coming to 
a New York hairdresser or colorist and 
have (their hair) and their makeup 
done,” says Licari. “They are just so 
excited to get the makeover—it’s really 
a thrill,” adds Licari, who along with 
his ambush team (Licari on color, Gad 
Cohen the hairstylist and Enid O’ the 
makeup artist) complete the transfor- 
mation. “I’m not being corny here— 
they get so juiced—it’s really a great 
thing,” says Licari. 

The “Queen for a Day” makeover 
moment never leaves a dry eye, and 
Ambush Makeover—which has had to 
take a break from the in-person make- 
over due to COVID and no audience 
allowed at the NBC plaza (something 
that Licari says will hopefully change 
in September)—has been a_ wildly 
popular segment on the 10 a.m. hour 
of the TODAY show for over 13 years. 

Licari admits he gets “more than a 
little buzz about being on the show” 
and has been a recurring guest and 
contributor on the TODAY show “for 
at least 25 years,” he estimates. 

“Katie Couric brought me in,” Licari 
says. “I would do her color and we had 
(and have) a relationship ... she said

has a Louis Licari product line that is 


set to launch in Asia. 

These days Licari—whose celebrity 
clientele includes Susan Sarandon, 
Jessica Lange, Robert De Niro, Sofia 
Coppola and Al Pacino—is working 
weekdays, with clients in New York 
at Mizu Louis Licari (on Park Avenue 
and 59th Street), and on Fridays and 
Saturdays he drives out east to work 
with clients in the Hamptons at a pop- 
up salon in Water Mill.

Planning ¢ on Selling 
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Power Broker: 


Bill Ferro

B:. Ferro has seen it all. As a criminal defense 
attorney, he has handled myriad high-profile 
criminal matters, civil rights, civil rights violations 
and police brutality cases. His time in this world 
opened his eyes to the best and worst parts of soci- 


ety. But, above all, he believes that the law exists to — 


protect the rights of all people. 

In 1989, he founded what is now Ferro, Kuba, 
Mangano, P.C. and built a well-respected, suc- 
cessful law firm. He also knows a segment of our 
population that truly needs someone to give them 
a voice, help them through the complicated legal 
process and ensure that they are afforded the same 
rights, representation and education as all citizens. 
Seeing the growth of Spanish-speaking communi- 
ties in our area made it clear that there was a tre- 
mendous void to be filled. In 2014, Ferro created a 
full-service branch of the FKM law firm, specifically 
for the Spanish-speaking immigrant community. 
That brand is Liga De Justicia. 

“The truth is, many immigrants are afraid to go 
to a lawyer or law enforcement,” Ferro says. “They 
have been told for too many years that they do not 
have the same rights to safety or protection that 
others have, and this is simply untrue.” 

In response, the firm opened its first community- 
based law center in Brentwood and later, alocation in 
Jackson Heights, Queens. The firm recently opened 
a location in Riverhead at 180 Old Country Road, 
the same plaza that is home to the easternmost DMV 
office. 

Many success stories are part of the Liga De Justi- 
cia story — one of which was a high-profile case that 
combined racial profiling, harassment and even 
deadly force on three Hispanic men. 

“There was a robbery at a Taco Bell in Hunting- 
ton Station, and three Hispanic men fled the crime 
scene on foot. My clients, three men, were driv- 
ing home from work,” Ferro recounts. “They were 
pulled over by an overzealous Suffolk police officer, 
screamed at, accosted, and then the officer wound 
up shooting into the car, gravely injuring one of the 
men.” 

After the incident, the men went to a “prestigious 
law firm,” Ferro says, but were told they should 
settle for a paltry $250,000. 

“That was outrageous, given the severity and 
discrimination of this case,” Ferro notes. “Our firm 
took over the case, prepared it for trial in federal 
court, and the case settled during jury selection for 
$1.5 million. It was the right decision, and we were 
proud to have gotten them some justice and com- 
pensation.” 

As the Liga De Justicia law practice grew, Ferro 
knew more had to be done to help the immigrant 
community. So this past year, he launched two 
Spanish-speaking internet radio stations that serve 


Long Island and New York City. 

“We wanted to reach as many people as pos- 
sible, provide trustworthy education and 
guidance to our listeners,” Ferro says. 

The stations continue to grow in 
popularity and have become well- 
known. But when COVID-19 hit the 
world, it was clear more needed 
to be done to help the Spanish- 
speaking community understand 
the pandemic, learn what help 
existed and most of all—how to 
remain safe. 

“The most basic questions had 
to be answered, so we decided to 
add to our media platform and 
continue our mission of being the 
trusted voice of this community,” 
he explains. 

The firm created Liga Media 
Group, launched a _ magazine, 
Nuestra Imagenes, with the first 
issue solely dedicated 
to providing 
COVID _ infor- 
mation and 
education. The 
magazine builds 
a new bridge 
to the elected 
officials, who could use the forum to communi- 
cate with their Spanish-speaking constituents. 
The entire team of Liga Media Group on both the 
radio and magazine side are Spanish speakers. 
Additionally, much of the staff of the law firm is 
Spanish-speaking as well, something Ferro thought 
was essential to their success. — 

The firm went into communities and provided 
thousands of masks, gloves and other PPE required 
throughout the pandemic. When the vaccine pro- 
gram began, Liga De Justicia held a vaccination 
drive at their Brentwood location. 

“These things helped solidify our position as 
trustworthy, committed members of the Latino 
community,” Ferro says. “We have great relation- 
ships with community leaders and routinely pro- 
vide legal guidance, representation and assistance 
for people in need.” 

Ferro’s downtime is usually spent on the East 
End, a place that he and his family have loved for 
decades. 

“For 25 years, we would vacation in Montauk 
with our friends,” says Ferro. “Our kids grew up 
going there, spending the day on the beach, going 
to the Bake Shoppe in the morning, and having ice 
cream at night.” 

When COVID began to close up the world, Ferro 
and his family retreated to a home in Sag Harbor, 
where they spend their time enjoying the beautiful

Hamptons. 

“Some of the most beautiful things about Sag 
Harbor are the simplest things. Like sitting at night 
watching another incredible Long Island sunset,” 


Ferro shares. “The house brings my family together, 


which is the most important thing we have.” 

Estia’s Little Kitchen is at the top of the list as far 
as their favorite Sag Harbor locations. But their fa- 
vorite may be Cromer’s Market. “It is like our head- 
quarters. We love their food, we buy our groceries 
there—it is an institution.” 

Ferro says that despite the many changes that 
have taken place on the East End, one of the best 
things is that people still support local businesses 
in the area. : 

“We buy our bread locally, our eggs, cheese—ev- 
erything we can,” he notes. “Every weekend, we are 
at the farmers market, buying good food and help- 
ing small local businesses thrive.” 

Even during the most serene moments, watching 


the sky turn red as the sun falls below the horizon, — 


Ferro thinks about the people who Liga De Justicia 
represents and wants to do more. 

“Everyone wants to be safe, to be healthy, to have 
a degree of calm and dignity in their lives, and Liga 
De Justicia is there for them,” he adds.
